DUBLIN, May 17.—-Premier A 
ouith has reached the — conclusions 
from impressions gathered during his 
trish visit that the old form of gov- 
ernment in Ireland has had its day.

AUSTRIANS ARE 
ON OFFENSIVE 
AGAINST ITALY 


Claim to Have Made Big Captures, 


Rome Denies Some 
Statements 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wires 

LONDON, May 17.—From the Ton- 
ale pass region in western renting 
io Monfalgone, a short distanee from 
the head of the Guilt of Trieste, the 
Austrians sre vigorously on the offen- 
sive against the Italians, In Tyrol, to 
the south of Trent, heavy infantry at- 
tacks to the east of the Adige river 
have forced the Italians again to 
wbandon some of their advanced poai- 
tions and resuited in the capture by 
the Austrians of an aggregate of 141 
officers and 6,200 men. In addition 
thirteen guns and 17 machine guns 
were captured, 

Vienna says that south of Roverto 
the Austrians stormed Zgnatorta, but 
Rome asserts that the five attacks 
launched here were put down with 
heavy casualties, the bodies of nmum- 
¢rous dead Austrians floating away) 
the swift current of the Adigo river. 
The repulse of another Austrian at- 
tack in the Sugana Valley is also re- 
ported by Rome. Along the remaind- 
er of the front there were heavy ar- 
tillery bombardments, with here and 
there iniantry attacks, boning op 
erations by aviators of both sides have 
taken place against opposing positions, 

On the line in France and Belgium 
the fighting has consisted mainly oi 
artillery duels—most severe to the 
northwest of Verdun. The entente al- 
lied airmen have been particularly 
uctive against German positions and 
in combats in the air with German 
fliers. In. these latter combats several 
German aircraft were brought down 
by British and French aviators. In 
cne of the raids American aviators 


fighting with the French army under 


the title of the Franco-American fly- 
ing corps took part in their first foray 
as an individual unit, 

Fights of minor importance, with 
the advantage in favor of the Rus- 
sianS, have taken place on the north- 
ern end of the Russian front.

|} OVTAWA, May ti—A_ document 
| drawn up between Col, Allison, B. FP, 
Yoakum and Bugene Lignanti, the 
former Montreal musician at the 
Ritz-Carleton, but never executed, was 
submitted in the Meredith-Duff com- 
mission this afternoon, and provided 
the feuture of the day's proceedings, 
This document, which purports to be 
a dissolution of partnership between 
the three gentlemen concerned, by 
which Lignanti was to withdraw pro- 
vides for a division of profits on con- 
tracts secured und pending at the 
time—September, 1915. It was men- 
tioned in the Kyte charges on March 
28 last. 

The original of the document was 
produced today by Benjamin Franklin 
Yoakuth, one of the three, who, how- 
ever, stated that he had no agreement 
with Lignanti, and that, therefore, he 
did not sign it, Only two of the tran- 
sactions mentioned in the document 
are said to have transpired, namely 
the fuse contract, oul of which Lig- 
nanti was to receive $50,000, and the 
contract with the Edwards Valve 
Company for cartridge cases, on which 
a commission of four cents per case 
was to be divided, with Lignanti re- 
ceiving $2,600, 

On the latter transaction, Mr, Yoa- 
kum stated that such a commissice is 
to be received when and as the cases 
ure delivered to the munitions board 
and the money paid. Col, Allison is 
to receive half of the $20,000 commis- 
sion. 


Allison's Share, 


“What was Allison's share?" asked 
Mr. Hellmuth. 

“T havent’s figured it out,” said the

Questioned as to Lignanti, witness 
said he had had no business relations 
with him.

BIGGER ALLOWANCES TO 
SOLDIERS’ DEPENDANTS ARE 
URGED BY HON. MR. OLIVER 


Edmonton Member Advocates That Government Should Provide 
Grants Which Are Now Being Given by Patriotic Fund and That 
This Fund Should be Used for Special Cases—Interview of Gen- 
eral Alderson is Discussed in House.

OTTAWA, May 17—In the Mouse 
this afternoon, Hon, Frank Oliver 
brought up the matter of more lib- 
eral allowance to the dependents of 
soldiers who go to the front. The 
government paid a separation of $20 
a month in the case of privates, and 
the patriotic fund committee found 
it necessary to supplement this by $6 
4 month gn the east and wf larger 
amount in the western provinces, 

Mr, Oliver said that since this had 
become a fixed practice of the patri- 
otic fund committee that that part 
of their work should be really taken 
over by the government and the patri- 
otie fund should be devoted to other 
special cases, 

There was n brief discussion of tho 
suggestion but no definite reply was 
given by the government. 

General Alderson’s Criticism, 

Hon, ‘Mr, Oliver also called the at- 
tention of the House to a letter of 
General Alderson published in the 
press yesterday, which criticized very 
severely the Ross rifle. Mr. Oliver 
said: “I can’t imagine that any gov- 
ernment would let such a statement 
appear in the press for one hour with. 
out contradicting it if it is capable 
of contradiction.” 

Sir Robert Borden, said that the 


attention of the government had been 
drawn to the letter in question and 
steps had been taken to ascertain ite 
origin, ete, No patriotic service could 
be rendered, he said, by an endeavor 
to discredit a rifle which is the only 
arm which Canada is able to produce 
for the use of her solders. Every- 
one realized that it was desirable that 
the soldiers should have a good and 


efficient weapon, There had ‘been 
eriticiam of both the (Ross and Lee- 
infield rifles, Probably each had 


points of superiority. 


Had Not Heard of Letter. 

Sir Robert declared that so far aa 
he was aware mo such letter had ever 
been brought to the attention of the 
government. Even if written, its pub- 
lication at the present time does not 
constitute a patriotic service to the 
people, The prime minister added 
that owing to certan reports in cir- 
culation he had within the past two 
weeks communicated with Sir Doug- 
las Haig, the commander-in-chief, at 
the front, asking him to make a test 
of the Ross and !Lee-Entield rifles 
under the exact condition in which 
they are now being used at the front. 
When this report wus received, the 
government would decide whether o: 
not it is desrable to make it publte. 


IRISH AVENGE 
GERMAN INSULT 


Drive Enemy From Trench Where 
Taunting Placards Were 
Displayed 

LONDON, May 17.—The Times to- 


day prints the following 

Among the interesting war trophies 
row in London are the placards 
which were shown by the Germans op- 
posite the trenches occupied by the 
Irish regiments at the time of the 
Dublin uprising, 

These notices taunted the Irishmen, 
saying that the English soldiers were 
shooting their wives and children, 
The placards were captured by twen-! 
ty-five men of the Munster Fusiliers, ' 
who crawled by night towards the 
German trenches. 

Half way across the open ground 
between the lines a German search- 
ght found them and the German ma- 
chine guns caused several casualties, 
But the little party remained motion- 
less for hours and then crawled on 
and reached the German wire which 
they cut and then charged into the 
trench, 

The Germans, who 
Irishmen had retreated 
stroyed, were so startled 
evacuated the trenches, The placards 
were then taken back to the British 
trenches in triumph.

This is but a 
contract for the payment of money 
and it can make no difference to the 
naker of the notes whom he pays. 
No objection is taken by him to the 
assignment, he being quite willing, I 
understand, to pay either of the par- 
ties as may be ordered ‘To say that 
he must pay the payee, and no one 
else, might mean that the notes would 
not pass to his executor or adminis- 
trator, Or to an assignee for the bene- 
fit of his creditors, It might perhaps, 


mean that the debt ‘s pot attachable 
and therefore that the defendants 
garnishee process, even in the ab 


sence of the plaintiff's assignment, is 
ineffective to secure payment to it of 
the money by the garnishee.” In 
concluding his Lordship stated “There 
is nothing before me to show why the 
notes are made payable in this way, 
but I should assume that in such a 
contract as this nothing more than 
the nen-negotiability of the notes was 
aimed at and that having been effec- 
ively secured there is no reason why

GERMAN INFANTRY 
IS DETERIORATING 


Look on Verdun as Marking 
Closing Stage of 
the War 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


LONDON, May 17.—The Daily 
Chronicle correspondent in Paris 
sends the following despatch: 
“Although the German command- 


ors dare pot confess failure in thoir 
Verdun enterprise by closing it down 
and cutting off the losses, the stress 
of public interest here, now altogether 
relieved of anxiety is passing to other 
fields where events of different char- 
acter are prepariag. 

“Now that 300,000 of the best Gor. 
man soldiers have been lost on the 
hillaides of the Meuse, a very grave 
and daily aggravated situation facex 
tho kaiser and his grand staff, The 
tide was definitely turned, From 
wese and east their long-evaded des- 
tiny ts closing in upon them. 

Cannot Weaken British Front. 

“At no moment in the battle of 
Verdun have they dared to bring 
thither any unit from before the 
Rritish front, Other parts of the 
German front have been stripped of 
all the superfluous strength, and the 
forces in |Russia is similarly crippled 
to feed this adventure. Since last 
September at least twenty-one dlvi- 
sions have been transferred from the 
east to the west front, fifteen of these 
coming from Russia direct, and five or 
Six others by way of Serbia or other 
ndirect way. 

‘There is thus left in Russia a mere 
eurtain of German troops, while Bul- 
saria and Turkey are being gradually 
left to shift for themselves. 

“If the Germans contemplate a 
great offensive by land and sea against 
Riga and the Dvina,’ said General 
Cherfile today, ‘they will have to re- 
inforee their forty-eight divisions of 
infantry. These, spread along a front 
of 330 miles, give leas than one man 
per yard. It is Httle enough for de- 
fense. For an attack ten men per 
yard are needed om the line chosen.’ 

here Are Reinforcemnets? 

“Where are such reinforcements to 
come from? It is wery doubtful 
whether the depots in Germany con- 
tain the necessary’ numbers and the 
quality of German infantry has cer- 
tainly much deteriorated. Nor would 
the wreckage of the battle of Verdun 
provide a striking force even if the 
Crown Prince could now disengage 
himself in that region, 

‘There is every reason to hope that 
with the close of the battle of Ver- 
dun there is opening a new and final 
stuge of the war, in which its authors 
will be brought to reason, if not by 
imminent threat, then by the actual 
hand of famine wand military disaster,’

Referring that sale of small-arm 
ammunition to the Davidson com- 
mission may not be the end of the 
matter, But from what has hap- 
pened it has to be taken that the 
hope and intention of the Govern 
ment is that this does end it, Also 
that it does put the matter on the 
shelf indefinitely unless the public 
show signs of making trouble. 

The Davidson commission is fast 
attaining a reputation that is con 
tagious. Pretty soon it will be 
that if a matter about whieh the 
publie have no suspicions is re- 
ferred to this board a large — per- 
centage of the publie will be there- 
by convinced that there is some- 
thing about it that has to be kept 
in the dark. 


There will be general agree- 
ment that the reduction of the 
city assessment by thirty per cent, 
isa reasonable compromise — be- 
tween the absurdity of the present 
schedule and the danger of too 
gweeping a cut. There will have 
to be still further reduction, no 
doubt, but it is better that it be 
deferred until next year. The 
tax-rate has to go up as the assess- 
ment goes down, unless new 
sources are found, and it is not de 
sirable to double the rate ‘‘at one 
fell swoop.”’ 

It looks as though the Pope and 
President Wilson have both decid 
ed to let Berlin do its own asking 
for peace, when it wants peace. 
That is as it should be, serlin 
started the world conflict for pur 
poses of its own, It should be 
left to say when it has had enough, 
and to take such terms as its in- 
tended victims think safe to give. 
It would put humanity in jeopardy 
if the influence of a world-wide 
chureh or a great neutral nation 
were interposed to prevent the 
downfall of a military power that 
struck for world conquest by vio- 
lating every principle for which 
the church stands and denying 
every right neutral nations have 
claimed. 


At the recent session of the 
Legislature, the city asked for 
power to tax income and personal 
property, The power was refus- 
ed. Had it been granted, these 
taxes would tend to keep the tax 
rate at a lower point than will be 


necessary now that the whole 
levy has to be raised on 
land assessed at reduced _ fig- 
ures. The more nearly we 


can keep the rate down to the 
past level the better for the eity, 
for an inereasing tax rate is no 
help to a city’s credit, If we 
could get from the Legislature 
power to gradually broaden the 
basis of taxation year by year as 
the assessment on land has to be 
eut down, it would probably help 
more than any other available 
means to sustain and improve our 
credit. While cities everywhere 
are increasing their tax rate, in 


order to cut down assessment, Rde 


monton would attain a preferred 
place in the money markets if we 
could cut down our land  assess- 
ment to a reasonable lovel without 
having to increase our tax rate,
